The court proceeding represented a 


friendly suit Instituted as a step to 
protect bondholders. It was decided 
on at a meeting of a number of the 
concern's creditors when several mort- 
gage holdei-s called for immediate pay- 
ments. 
The bankruptcy proceedings 


will stave off these payments for from 
six mouths to a year, by which time, it 
Is hoped, the realty market will take 
a decided turn for the better. 


The company had the control of six- 


ty-two parcels of Improved real estate. 
Including several big apartment houses 
In Manhattan and the Bronx and the 
big building at 42 Broadway, where It 
maintained its offices. 


In a statement given out following 


the decree of the court Gustavus A. 
Rogers of the law Arm of Rogers & 
Rogers, counsel for the corporation, at- 
tributed the failure to "the unprece- 
dented condition of the real estate and 
mortgage market," 


According to counsel the company's 


holdings were worth over $20.000,000, 
possibly $25,000.000.
